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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  October  19 >  1964  Secretary  Freeman  issued  proposals  for  1965 
sugar  actions  (see  page  5)  . 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  as  reported  during  January- 
September  1964  totaled  7,260,000  tons  or  174,000  tons  less  than  those 
of  last  year  for  the  same  period.  In  addition  to  these  reported  deliv- 
eries, there  were  additional  physical  deliveries  of  about  185,000  tons 
of  sugar  reported  as  constructive  deliveries  during  1963,  and  about 
50,000  tons  of  sugar  that  had  been  delivered  by  transfer  of  ownership 
of  sugar  in  public  warehouse  rather  than  by  physical  delivery  to  users1 
facilities . 

Actual  or  physical  deliveries  during  January-September  would  total 
7,  495,  000  tons  or  about  20,  000  tons  more  than  physical  deliveries  during 
the  first  nine  months  of  1963.  If  the  current  rate  of  sugar  usage  ap- 
proximates 9*800,000  tons  annually  (the  present  requirements  deter- 
mination), it  would  appear  that  invisible  stocks  (those  held  by  indus- 
trial users,  wholesalers  and  retailers)  at  the  end  of  September  1964, 
were  down  about  40,000  tons  from  the  high  level  held  at  the  beginning 
of  this  year.  With  deliveries  during  September  1964  totaling  974,000 
tons  it  would  also  appear  that  users  had  added  perhaps  40,000  tons  to 
their  stocks  during  the  month  in  anticipation  of  the  waterfront  strike. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Taft-Hartley  law,  ports  will  continue  to 
operate  through  December  19,  1964.  Refiners'  stocks  on  October  3, 
1964  totaled  620,000  tons  as  compared  with  692,000  tons  at  the  end  of 
September  1963,  and  a  3-year  average  of  632,000  tons  at  the  end  of 
September  i960,  1961  and  1962. 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  1963  refiners  increased  quota  stocks  by 
almost  600,000  tons.  Assuming  a  normal  rate  of  distribution,  there 
appears  to  be  quota  sugar  available  to  refiners  to  permit  some  increase 
over  the  present  level  of  stocks  ,  but  considerably  less  than  the  magni- 
tude of  last  year's  increase.  Refiners'  quota  stocks  at  the  end  of  1963 
totaled  1 , 282,  000  tons  as  compared  with  779,000  tons  on  December  31, 
1962  and  747,000  tons  at  the  end  of  1961. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  September  were  304,000  tons,  the  third 
month  in  succession  that  they  exceeded  300,000  tons.  Beet  sugar  deliv- 
eries during  January-September  1964  totaled  2,110,000  tons,  leaving  a 
quota  balance  of  589,000  tons  for  delivery  during  the  fourth  quarter  of 
the  year.  About  570,000  tons  will  be  from  new  crop  sugar  and  the  bal- 
ance of  the  1964  crop  production  will  be  carried  into  1965  as  effective 
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inventory.  Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1963 
totaled  1,011,000  tons,  including  about  220,000  tons  that  were  phys- 
ically delivered  during  1964.  Total  beet  sugar  deliveries  during  the 
fourth  quarter  of  the  previous  five  years  1958-62  averaged  599,000  tons, 
including  an  average  of  54,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered. 
It  is  not  expected  that  any  significant  quantities  will  be  marketed  as 
constructive  deliveries  at  year  end  1964. 

Hurricane  Hilda  on  October  3  caused  severe  damage  to  the  Louisiana 
sugarcane  crop.  Although  all  preliminary  estimates  indicate  that  sugar 
losses  may  be  substantial,  it  is  too  soon  to  make  any  definite  evaluation 
of  the  amount  of  cane  that  will  be  harvested  or  the  amount  of  sugar  that 
will  be  produced.  When  harvesting  started,  it  proceeded  better  than 
anyone  had  hoped  at  the  time  the  damage  was  first  assessed.  However, 
recoverable  sugar  content  of  the  cane  was  quite  low. 

The  October  1964  issue  of  the  Department's  Crop  Production  reported 
the  same  production  of  sugarcane  in  Louisiana  as  the  September  report 
since  the  report  was  as  of  October  1,  a  date  preceding  the  hurricane. 
Florida  sugarcane  production  was  also  shown  at  the  same  high  level  as 
on  September  1,  about  56  percent  higher  than  the  previous  year's  crop. 

Sugar  beet  production  was  estimated  at  24,636,000  tons,  down  198,000 
tons  from  September,  but  5.5  percent  above  last  year's  crop. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  delivered  to  New  York,  duty  paid,  averaged 
6.20  cents  per  pound  during  September  and  as  of  October  14  the  quota- 
tion was  6.25  cents.  During  the  first  nine  months  of  1964  this  price 
averaged  7.09  cents  or  0 . 46  cent  above  the  price  reference  in  the  Sugar 
Act  and  on  a  comparable  basis,  0.56  cent  less  than  the  price  of  raw 
sugar  to  other  countries. 

The  average  quoted  price  for  refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast  was 
11.02  cents  during  January- September  1964,  or  3.93  cents  more  than 
the  average  raw  sugar  price  during  those  months.  This  was  a  period  of 
declining  prices  and  a  lag  between  the  movement  of  raw  and  refined 
prices  was  to  be  expected.  The  differential  during  the  same  period  in 
1963  was  3.77  cents  and  the  January -September  average  for  the  three 
preceding  years  was  3.15  cents. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  list  prices  for  refined  sugar  from  those 
shown  in  the  September  Sugar  Reports.  However,  in  several  territories 
actual  prices  are  below  those  shown.  In  the  Northeast  contracts  for 
industrial   sugar  for  the  balance  of  the  year  have  been  taken  at  9.25 
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cents  arid  at  9.40  cents  with  a  guarantee  against  declines  below  that 
price.  In  the  Chicago-West  territory,  sellers  make  a  0.10  cent  allow- 
ance on  direct  shipments  to  the  Direct  Shipment  Allowance  Territory. 
An  allowance  of  0.25  cent  is  being  made  to  industrial  users  in  California.

The  retail  price  (new  series)  for  refined  sugar  in  five  pound  bags  was 
reported  as  12.06  cents  per  pound  during  August  1964..  The  preceding 
five  calendar  year  average  price  (1959-63  --  old  series)  was  12.02 
cents  per  pound.  For  the  period  of  overlap,  (January  to  June  1964), 
the  old  series  prices  averaged  about  0.45  cent  per  pound  higher  than 
the  new  series  . 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1965  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


Secretary  Freeman  Proposes  1965  Sugar  Actions:  (October  19,  1964) 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  announced  today  actions 
he  proposes  to  take  with  respect  to  the  administration  of  the  sugar  pro- 
gram in  1965. 

The  actions  would  result  in  (1)  determining  sugar  requirements  and 
establishing  quotas  for  the  calendar  year  1965  totaling  9,200,000  short 
tons,  raw  value;  (2)  Prorating  the  quota  for  foreign  countries,  other 
than  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines,  to  countries  which  imported  sugar 
into  the  United  States  during  the  calendar  years  1963  and  1964;  (3)  In 
view  of  legal  limitations,  applying  no  fee  to  imports. 

At  the  present  time  the  domestic  price  for  raw  sugar  is  almost  one-half 
cent  per  pound  below  the  price  reference  point  in  Section  201  of  the  Sugar 
Act.  Actual  consumption  of  sugar  in  1965  is  expected  to  be  of  the  order 
of  9 .  8  or  9-9  million  tons.  Quotas  would  be  set  at  the  conservative  level 
of  9 . 2  million  tons  to  encourage  the  maintenance  of  sugar  prices  in  line 
with  the  objectives  of  the  Act. 

The  quotas  established  for  the  five  domestic  areas  and  for  the  Republic 
of  the  Philippines  would  be  pursuant  to  the  relevant  provisions  of  the 
Sugar  Act.  The  Section  of  the  Act  which  directed  the  manner  of  prorating 
the  remainder  of  requirements  to  foreign  countries  will  have  expired 
at  the  end  of  1964.  Accordingly,  under  general  authority  included  in  the 
Sugar  Act,  the  quota  for  such  countries  would  be  prorated  on  the  basis 
of  a  formula  which  gives  single  weighting  to  1963  imports  into  the  United 
States  and  double  weighting  to  1964  imports.  Basing  the  proration  on 
recent  imports  recognizes  the  performance  of  countries  which  commit- 
ted supplies  to  this  market  when  sugar  was  scarce  throughout  the  world. 

More  than  half  of  the  1965  quota  for  foreign  countries  other  than  the 
Philippines,  stems  from  the  portion  of  the  market  reserved  for  Cuba 
when  friendly  relations  are  resumed  with  that  country.  The  full  quan- 
tity of  1965  prorations  to  individual  countries,  therefore,  should  not 
be  regarded  as  a  precedent  for  quotas  in  later  years.

BACKGROUND  DATA  ON  1965  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS 


Following  is  an  outline  of  the  basic  considerations  which  the  Secretary 
uses  in  arriving  at  an  initial  determination  of  sugar  requirements  for 
1965  and  the  pertinent  statis tical ,  series  which  have  customarily  been 
published  in  the  October  issue  of  Sugar  Reports. 

Section  201  of  the  Sugar  Act  places  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a 
responsibility  which  may  be  outlined  as  follows: 

THE  To  determine  during  December  1964  the  quantity  of 

PROBLEM  sugar  needed  in  1965  to  meet  the  requirement  of  con- 

sumers in  the  continental  United  States. 

THE  To  provide  a  supply  of  sugar  that  will  be  consumed 

OBJECTIVE  at  prices  which  will  not  be  excessive  to  consumers 

and  which  will  fairly  and  equitably  maintain  and  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  domestic  sugar  industry. 


IN  MAKING

MUST: 


Use  as  a  basis: 

the  quantity  of  direct-consumption  sugar  distrib- 
uted during  the  12 -month  period  ending  October, 

31,  1964.

changes  in  population; 

changes  in  demand  conditions. 
Take  into  consideration: 

the  above  basis  and  allowances; 

the  level  and  trend  of  consumer  purchasing 
power;  and 

the  relationship  between  raw  sugar  prices  which 
would  result  from  such  determination  and  the 
parity  index  (prices  paid  by  farmers)  as  com- 
pared with  the  relationship  between  raw  sugar 
prices  and  the  parity  index  during  1957-59.
